Cal also recalled a humorous story 
published in QST about a ham who 
became President. It was illustrated 
by "Gil" and described, among other 
things, how the President snuck out 
at night to string up an antenna and 
was nabbed by the Secret Service. I 
performed another QST /QEX Index 
Search and found "The Ham Who 
Was President" by Rod Newkirk, 
W1VMW, in November 1952 QST, 
page 50. 

Jack Schuster, W1WEF, recalled go- 
ing to the ARRL National Convention 
in Washington, DC, as a teenager in 
the mid 1950s. Vice President Richard 
Nixon was the banquet speaker. Dur- 
ing his speech, Nixon spoke of a friend 
in Congress who he visited at one 
time. It seems that the future Presi- 
dent was kept awake by the congress- 
man's son who was a ham and was up 
all night operating in a shack under- 
neath the guest room that Nixon was 
in! 

Darrell Jordan, KG4AOF, wrote that 
his ham radio club, Eastern Amateur 
Radio Society, sponsors the Presiden- 
tial Counties Award for Amateur Ra- 
dio operators who work other stations 
within the US that are located in 
counties that have the same name as 
a President's last name. This award 
has a basic level equal to the current 
number of Presidents of the US (43) 
with endorsements available at 100, 
200, and the maximum, 261 counties 
worked. Special endorsements for par- 
ticular modes and/or power levels are 
also available.

NAS a) Decision Making (Feb 16, 
es we RR 2005) -- FCC Chairman Mi- 
chael K. Powell has told a 
US Senate committee that the open- 
meeting requirements of the “Sunshine Act" 
constitute “a barrier to the substantive ex- 
change of ideas” among FCC members and 
hamper commissioners’ decision making. 
The Sunshine Act's open-meeting provisions 
require essentially every part of every FCC 
meeting to be open to public observation 
when a quorum of Commissioners is han- 
dling official business. A February 2 letter 
from Powell and Commissioner Michael J. 
Copps to Sen Ted Stevens (R-AK), chairman 
of the US Senate Committee on Commerce, 
Science and Transportation, supports 
changes in the act to permit “closed delib- 
erations among Commissioners in appropri- 
ate circumstances." Powell and Copps cite 
bipartisan support for such a change--Copps 
is one of the FCC’s two Democrats--as well 
as a body of scholarship favoring reforms.
